trial. Miss McCarthy fainting Boveral
times on the stand and while defendant

Cordillera districts. The Toba tribe are
at the head of the outbreak, and with
them are many other Indians heretofore
friendly toward their Spanish neighbors.
Halt a dozon towns have beou destroyed,
several frontier missions wiped out, and
murder and pillage still goes on.

The Catholic Missions at Cuero and
Santa Rosa no longer exist. The Indians
came like a vast horde of bloodthirsty
devils, and with torch and tomahawk In
hand, spared not even tho priests. Suck-
ing babes had their brains dashed out
against the rocks, nnd helpless women
were carried away Into slavery and
shame. 'All the white settlements along
both banks of the Parapetl Klver have
been destroyed, and the Indians, more
than 8,000 strong, are now marching
upon Sauces.

A new Indian preacher has appeared at
Uvo, who tells his people that the timo
has como to drive out their Spanish con-
querors, and set up anew tho ancient In-
dian kingdoms, when the Qreat Spirit
will send them tho Indlun Messiah to
lead them to the "happy hunting
